‘Warm spelF

THE funfair show¬ 
man who provides 
rides at the Island’s 
Pleasure Park says 
he is praying for a 
warm spell of 
weather to bring in 
the crowds. 

Although there were

One thing Vernon is

Huge response to 
future of former 
Dinas school site 


ALMOST 500 peo¬ 
ple responded to the 
consultation over 
the future of the 
former school site 
at Murch Crescent 
in Dinas Powys. 

Among the suggested 
uses were a health cen¬ 
tre, limited housing, a 
church, green spaces and 
allotments. 

Local Plaid Cymru 
councillors said they 
welcomed the report. 

Coun Chris Pranks 
explained: “We now 
need the Vale Council to 
take the next step to 
determine how it will 
respond to the residents’ 
views. 

“Many residents were 
worried about the impact 
of hundreds of houses on 
local roads and other 
public services. 

“There was significant 
support for using the 
existing pitches for sport. 
Some thought the gym¬ 
nasium should be 
retained for gymnastics. 

“Infrastructure con¬ 
cerns, especially the 
addition burdens on local 
roads, are a major con¬ 
cern for residents. The 
report states that any 
development plan must 
take this into account.” 

Coun Pranks stressed 
that Plaid favoured the 


land and buildings hav¬ 
ing a use that benefited 
the whole community. 

He said that a signifi¬ 
cant number of local 
people had suggested 
that a health centre could 
be located on the site. 

He added that he 
would like to see the 
future of the site speedily 
resolved. 

“Now the focus will 


be on the Vale Council 
Cabinet to see how they 
intend to react to this 
consultation. 

“Time is of the 
essence. We all know 
that empty public build¬ 
ings are a magnet for 
criminal activity.” 

The Vale Council has 
taken action to secure the 
building. 


Councillor’s 
cautious welcome 
for wardens 


PLAID Cymru 
councillor in Barry 
Town Centre, Coun 
Ian Johnson, has 
welcomed the intro¬ 
duction of new traf¬ 
fic wardens to the 
town centre, but 
warned that they 
must do their job 
properly for the 
benefit of local resi¬ 
dents and shoppers. 

Coun Johnson said 
that residents had had to 
wait for years for the re- 
introduction of new war¬ 
dens, known as civil 
enforcement officers, and 
had suffered major dis¬ 
ruption in that time as 


some individuals ignored 
the parking rules. 

“I am concerned that 
there will not be enough 
of these CEOs for the 
four town centres in the 
Vale, as well as Barry 
Island and Penarth 
Marina. 

“We will have five 
officers in the Vale 
whereas, because of dif¬ 
ferent regulations, there 
will be 12 in Bridgend. 

“I also hope that the 
new wardens will use 
their common sense, 
especially for local resi¬ 
dents. Local residents 
mostly have parking per¬ 
mits but I don’t want to 
see anyone caught out 
under the new scheme 
who shouldn’t be.”

NEWS FROM BARRY MEN’S FORUM 

‘The dog sled dash 
that saved lives’ 


THE speaker at the 
Barry Men’s Forum 
meeting last week 
was one of the mem¬ 
bers, Mr Mike 
Cheeseman, who 
gave a very interest¬ 
ing and illustrated 
talk about dog sled 
racing. 

He had become inter¬ 
ested in it while on holi¬ 
day in Alaska, where he 
had enjoyed his first dog 
sled ride. 

The sledge looked like 
a wooden supermarket 
trolley, tied to a pair of 
skis with bits of string. 
He confessed his worry 
at being dragged along 
on a 40-foot tow rope at 
speeds of up to 20mph, 
by a pack of hungry 
dogs, just 12 inches 
above the snow, with 
trees either side of the 
track, and no brakes or 
real means of steering. 

He highlighted the 
experience with a video, 
where the sled vibration 
was obvious, and the 
speed was terrifying. 

He detailed the history 
of dog sled racing, which 
started in Alaska in the 
1890s when the Klondike 
Gold Rush started, and 
how it is now the nation¬ 
al sport. 

In 1925, a diphtheria 
epidemic hit the country, 
after an earlier influenza 


one had wiped out the 
200 inhabitants of the 
settlement of Wales in 
Alaska. (The township 
has since been re-popu- 
lated and today has a 
population of 150). 

When the diphtheria 
outbreak occurred, it was 
taken very seriously due 
to the earlier epidemic. 

There was an antitoxin 
serum, which could over¬ 
come the diphtheria, but 
as the settlements of 
Nome and Wales were 
more than 1,000 miles 
from Anchorage, where 
the serum was available, 
an epic sled journey was 
undertaken to deliver it 


to town. It arrived just in 
time to save many people 
from dying. 

In 1973, the ‘Iditrod’ 
race was initiated, which 
retraced the original jour¬ 
ney of 1,065 miles over 
snow and ice on sledges 
pulled by dogs, and only 
once in 40 years has the 
original time been beat¬ 
en. 

The race is now the 
subject of numerous 
rules and regulations to 
prevent any cruelty to the 
dogs, but even so, it 
evoked much discussion 
by the Forum members 
afterwards, as to whether 
the event is cruel for the 


dogs, and should be 
banned, or whether, as 
others argue, the dogs 
wouldn’t run if they did¬ 
n’t enjoy it. 

An invite is open to all 
to come along to The 
Barry Men’s Forum 
which meet at Windsor 
Road Church Hall every 
Thursday morning at 
10.15am. On Thursday, 
April 11, the speaker will 
be Hannah Lewis, whose 
talk is about “Age 
Discrimination &

Penarth Ramblers enjoy 
Bonvilston countryside 


NOVICES Alison 
and Louise did 
themselves proud 
on their first walk 
for the group 
through the lovely 
countryside around 
Bonvilston. 

Eleven walkers and 
Megan the black 
Fabrador joined them 
mid-week in the car park 
of the Red Fion in 
Bonvilston and, leaving 
the noisy A48 behind, 
they entered fields near 
the 15 th tee of Cottrell 
Park Golf Club before 
following a road leading 
to Peterston-super-Ely. 

Crossing a stile, ahead 
of them lay the ruins of 
an old piggery, signified 
by the outline of a pig’s 
head high up on the side 
of the building, but 
around them a low mist 
hung over the surround¬ 
ing countryside. 

Following a well- 
signed footpath diversion 
around a fenced field, the 
group exited onto a road 
to eventually reach 
Caerwigau Isaf where, in 
the 12th century, fertile 
land at Caerwigau was 
acquired by the Norman 
family of the de Bonvils. 

Some land was rented 
out to the Knights 
Hospitaller, who in turn 
rented it to the monks of 
Margam, who may have 
lived in a moated site 
nearby in a wood. An old 
manor house was found¬ 
ed there during Tudor 


times and today 
Caerwigau is a Grade II 
listed building. 

Morning coffee was 
enjoyed in the shelter of a 
small dell with a brook 
running through, with 
huge clumps of snow¬ 
drops adorning the banks 
under the green mossy- 
coated trees. 

A very tall three- 
stepped stile was crossed 
on the way to Warren 
Mill Animal Farm, which 
is set in 40 acres and 
where the old farmhouse, 
originally a corn mill, 
stands beside the old 
millpond, where a boat in 
the shape of a massive 
swan was moored. 

A muddy forestry 
track led them on 
through a field contain¬ 
ing new lambs and, 
entering wide paths 
through a forestry planta¬ 
tion where the different 
varieties of trees were 
marked by wooden signs, 
they reached Maerdy 
Newydd Farm, where 
they spotted geese. 

The resident young 
dogs were delighted to 


give the group and Meg a 
welcome and, having fol¬ 
lowed them up the lane, 
had to be rescued by their 
owners. A group of timid 
Alpacas were grazing in 
a nearby field as the 
group journeyed on 
through fields, eventual¬ 
ly stopping to enjoy 
lunch with buzzards cir¬ 
cling above them. 

Exiting across the A48 
from Fower Greenway 
Farm, they passed a field 
containing Jacob’s sheep 
with their lambs, and 
near Fiege Manor some 
inquisitive horses. At 
Ty’n y Coed Farm the 
group crossed a stream in 
a delightful green valley 
and headed back across 
fields to re-cross the A48 
for a drink at the Red 
Fion, and a chance to 
thank the landlord for 
permitting the use of his 
car park.

referred to the cochlear 
implant team at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital to see if he was 
suitable for the device. 

Gethin’s treatment 
was successful, with his 
hearing now almost per¬ 
fect. 

“Losing my hearing 
had a huge impact on my 
life. 

“I turned into a her¬ 
mit. I couldn’t socialise 
with my friends, or do 
simple things like go out 
for a meal or to the cine¬ 
ma. 

“If I did go anywhere, 
my mum had to come 
with me just in case any¬ 
one tried to talk to me. I 
couldn’t work and I had 
to sell my car. 

“Since having the 
implant, I can hear 
everything; I don’t 
struggle at all. 

“The difference is 
amazing, and I feel as 
though everything has 
gone back to normal. 

“Within a few weeks 
of the implant I had a 
new job, and I’ve just 
bought a new car. 

“Even simple things 
such as hearing how 
much something costs in 
a shop has helped to 
boost my confidence. 

“The team are 
absolutely fantastic and 
really supportive. I 
couldn’t have asked 
them for more.” 

Alan Gibbon, audiol¬ 
ogist at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, added: 
“It is fantastic to see 
how well Gethin is pro¬ 
gressing, especially as it 
has only been a few 
months since his sur¬ 
gery. 

“The level of success 
differs from patient to 
patient, and they will 
always be classed as 
having a hearing loss. 

“However, all patients 
should be able to have a 
normal conversation, 
and their outcomes are 
better than with hearing 
aids.” 

A cochlear implant is 
placed under the skin 
behind the ear, and uses 
a small electrode to con¬ 
nect it to the cochlea (the 
part of the ear which 
hears). 

When it picks up a 
noise or sound, it uses an 
electrical impulse to 
stimulate the cochlea to 


hear it. 

Before they are 
accepted for a cochlear 
implant, a patient is 
assessed by every mem¬ 
ber of the team, which 
includes consultant sur¬ 
geons, hearing thera¬ 
pists, audiologists and 
speech and language 
therapists. 

As it is major surgery, 
the team need to be sure 
the patient is prepared 
and would benefit from 
the procedure. 

The cochlear implant 
team at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital are one 
of only three in Wales. 

They treat patients of 
all ages from Bridgend 
to Aberystwyth and 
some parts of mid- 
Wales.

V ALE kerbside recy¬ 
cling is designed to 
be easy for resi¬ 
dents, however not every¬ 
one knows they can add 
cartons (sometimes known 
as tetra pak) to their col¬ 
lections. 

Recycling member John Payne 


encourages you to do so. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet 
member for the environment and 
visible services, Coun. Rob Curtis 
highlights: “Residents will proba¬ 
bly be surprised at the range of 
cartons they use - from soups and 
sauces, pet food, juice, milk or 
smoothie packaging, we probably 
all buy something in a carton, 
which we must then recycle 


rather than add to black bags.” 

Once baled, cartons are sent to 
a recyclling processing plant and 
they will be added into a mixer 
with water. 

The different elements are sep¬ 
arated, typically the fibrous part 
makes new paper materials while 
plastic and foil could be used to 
make furniture or generate ener¬ 
gy-

Danny Boyle’s latest 
"en-Trances’ you in a 
mind-bending thriller 


D anny Boyie 
has slowly 
and steadily 
shown that he is 
one of the finest 
directors working 
in cinema today. 

Blending high-octane 
visuals with a strong 
sense of story, his films 
always make for a satis¬ 
fying viewing experi¬ 
ence, and now with his 
stock never higher, 
thanks to the one-two 
punch of Slumdog 
Millionaire and 127 
Hours, expectations are 
huge for his next work. 

Trance stars James 
McAvoy as Simon, an 
art auctioneer working 
with underworld boss 
Franck (Vincent Cassel) 
to plot the heist of an 
artwork worth millions. 
When Simon is knocked 
unconcious, he loses all 
memory of where he has 
stored the artwork, and 
is taken to a hypnothera¬ 
pist (Rosario Dawson); 
but when they enter 
Simon’s psyche, the 
lines between truth and

Given that in the last 
four years Danny Boyle 
has gone from being an

Boyle’s small in scale 
but broad in execution 
ideology. 

Re-entering the world 
of a crime thriller where 
you can never quite trust 
the characters and their 
motivations, a world 
where he made his 
breakthrough in Shallow 
Grave, Trance is the 
work of a director who 
has an unwavering sense 
of confidence and belief 
in his own abilities; but 
rather than turn this into 
an ego massage of filmic 
proportions. Trance sees 
Boyle near the top of his 
game - and loving every 
minute of it. 

Kicking things off 
with a potted history of 
art heists, Boyle’s signa¬ 
ture style soon comes 
into play as fast cuts.

close-ups and handheld 
cameras all play their 
part in creating a ki netic 
feast for the eyes. 

With a clean and crisp 
palette, Boyle takes 
great delight in playing 
on the ambiguity of the 
story and the characters, 
the use of mirrors and 
reflections in his shots 
emphasising that these 
characters are rarely 
what they seem, and, as 
you would expect, the 
film looks absolutely 
superb. 

There are few direc¬ 
tors who can create such 
ragged beauty on a cine¬ 
ma screen and Boyle is 
one of them (if rumours 
of a seat at the 007 
directing table are true, 
imagine that James Bond 
film!) The film is a pro¬ 
gression of wonderfully 
framed shots that are 
simply stunning. 

With the story weigh¬ 
ing heavily on the cen¬ 
tral threesome of James 
McAvoy, Vincent Cassel 
and Rosario Dawson, 
their performances are 
all up to the task. 

McAvoy finds himself 
put through the wringer 
somewhat as the man 
whose memory (or lack 
of it) could have fatal 
consequences, and while 
showing the vulnerabili¬ 
ty of a man in this posi¬ 
tion, he also shows the 
hidden layers that sug¬ 
gest more is afoot. 

The same can be said

This comes as no sur¬ 
prise as Seat is owned 
by Volkswagen, which 
also owns Skoda. 

The rear wash/wipe 
on both models has been 
borrowed from the Audi 
Al. The washer is built 
into the wiper and effec¬ 
tively projects a jet of 
spray across the window, 
unlike any other wiper I 
have come across. 

Buyers pay a premium 
for such innovative fea¬ 
tures on the Audi, too. 

Inside, the dashboard 
is very similar to the 
Rapid, with the same 
layout and controls. 

Then there’s the good 
build quality and the 
hardwearing interior 
trim. Its seats, however, 
could do with being 
more supportive, espe¬ 
cially over longer jour¬ 
neys. Generally it has a 


competent, if bland, ride. 

There’s a folding arm¬ 
rest in the centre of the 
cabin, which is useful 
for long motorway 
jaunts when gear 
changes aren’t required. 

At speed, the Toledo 
does buffet a bit in the 
wind but this is quickly 
forgotten when realising 
that this little gem 
returns over 50mpg at 
70mph. 

Engine stop/start 
helps this model easily 
cover 700 miles on a 
tank of fuel.
